COKE PRICES ARE AGAIN FIRM. 


Independent Operators Hav^ Cleared Their Yards of the Recent Accumulation of Coke 


Open Weather Is Helping the Manufacturing Side of the Industry. 


The 6,000-acre deal 
was 


midnight Thursday night. 
•ra of. the coal, chiefly farmers, in 1900 
pooled their co-jl interests and placed 
them in the hands of three trustees, 
O. P. Markle, J. B. Adams and H. J. 
Hopwood. The latter transferred the 
title to Mr. Boileau. 


The Pennsylvania railroad, it Is stat- 


ed,- will during the coming year pro- 
ride transportation facilities from the 
new field by broadening its present 
narrow gauge line, the Waynesburg

ture of 5800,000. 
It will be made 


standard gauge. It is further stated 
that a loop extension of the same line 
•will be built to 3111 shoro on the Mo- 
nongahela river, furnishing an addi- 
tional outlet for the traffic. This will 
cost about ?400,000. making a total 
ot $1,200,000 to be spent by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad alone in the new 
territory. The Baltimore & Ohio and 
ths Pittsburg & Lake-Erie railroads 
•whose lines are

Greene county Bold:, are expected to 
make connection to secure their share 
of the new business 
This will mean 


thy; Greene county is to have a net- 
work of. railroads for the rapid devel- 
opment of her lesources. The latter 
two systems, as -well as the Pennsyl- 
vania, have laid down surveys for the 
new fleld over several different routes,

at noon today during a telephone con- 
versation : "I aui not at liberty to dis- 
close 
the buyers 
of the 0,000-acre 


tract, having agreed not to do so. The 
deeds for the property will remain in 
my name for some time, perhaps a 
year*or two and development work 
will be carried on quietly. 
The fact 


that the deeds will not be transferred 
to the purchasers at once does not 
mean that the property was bought for 
speculation. It is true that some Pitts- 
burg and Cleveland men interested in 
coal and ore are among the owners." 


Aggregate production for the week 


fell off upwards of 44,000 tons owing 
to the reduction, of running time by 
one day throughout the region, on 
account of the 
Christmas holidays. 


Shipments did not decrease anywhere 
In the same proportioa, as the inde- 
pendent operators cleared their yards 
and sidings of the coke which stocked 
up on them during the previous week. 
Last week closed with practically all 
this coke out of the way. 


Total shipments fell off less than 500 


cars. All of ihe plants of the H. C. 
Frick Coke Company were reported by 
that concern as running only four days 
but a majority 
of the 
independent 


plants, Including the W. J. Rainey in- 
terest operated five days and the re- 
mainder were divided almost, equally 
between live and six days. As most 
of the independents had been running 
six days, this oiuibed quite a Calling 
off in output. 


The soft wcatner with its occasional 


rains is helping to koep up tae water 
suppiy throughout those portions oE 
the region which had been short. At 
many places managers are endeavor- 
Ing to Impound as much water as 
possible for the harder weatber which 
may set in before long. 


Few changes occurred in the num- 


ber of ovens in blast. The Rainey in- 
terest is still crowding its production, 
having fired 170 ovens during the week 
at the Acme plant and made a net gain, 
of 137 ovens fo.- the week. Cochran 
Bros., started to make coke at the 
Spring Grove plant, firing its fit ovens. 
Repair work is in progress at several 
plants owned by furnace interests, 
pointing to increased 
production 
in 


that direction beforp long. 'On the 
whole, the closiug period of the year 
finds production holding its own, the 
feeling of operators remains sanguine 
and nothing lisis developed in the 
"business situation to reverse the prev- 
ious opinion tlu'.t better

OXYCEH HELMETS TO BE USED 


Miners and Mine Bosses to Receive In- 


structions in Use of Latest 
Equip- 


; ment by Means of Which Afterdamp 


and Gases May Be Defied. 


' \Twhinffton, Dec. 28.—Carrying ou; 
its efforts to reduce fatalities In coal 
mines the geological survey is aboui 
to establish, rescue stations in the prin- 
cipal *.ocal -fields In addition to the ex- 
periment station now located at Pitts- 
-burg. The new stations will be at or 
near the greateit centers *t accidents, 
and It will "be the purpose of the' ex- 
perts to teach the miners and mine 
bo»38B how to use apparatus for mine 
rescue work. 


Government mining engineers will 


be assigned to those stations and they 
will be ready at a moment's notice to 
go to any disaster in their districts. 
The experts will be e-Quipped with oxy- 
gen helmets, which will enable them 
to enter a mine at once even though it 
ia filled with gas or smoke. 


These stations also will "be head- 


quarters of the engineers for the study 
o* the waste 'of coal in mining, one of 
tfce important problems before the geo- 
logical survey. 
. It is the intention to have every sta- 
tion fitted up with an air-tight room 
where fjas can be generated. The coal 
mining companies are to be invited to 
send .picked men to these stations, 
where they will be trained by the gov- 
ernment experts in the use of the oxy- 
gen helmets. It is not the purpose of 
the government to engage in general 
rescue work, but rather to demon- 
strate this apparatus until such time* 
aa the mineowners have thoroughly 
trained rescue crews at their mines. 
All of the rescue stations are to be 
erected in cooperation with the mine- 
owners and state geological surveys. 


George S. Rice, mining engineer, 


idll nave general charge of all mining 
inquiries at the stations, and J. "W". 
Paul, fonntr state mine' inspector of 
Weet Virginia, will have supervisory 
charge of all rescue work.
